Michaels and landed American goods, 
then sent Canadian goods in bond | 
rail or boat to the Canadfan border, 
whefe they were admitted free. The 
new order in council threatens all Ca- 
nadian*goods brought by other than 
Canadian vessels with and for- 
feitures. 

The openig of Nome as a sub-port 
has been vigorously opposed by North- 
west Senators and Representatives be- 
cause this will extend to Canadian 
vessels the privilege of bringing in Ca- 
nadian goods without any special l- 
cense, 
American goods or duty-paid foreign 
goods. The order in council is un- 
doubtedly owing to pressure from the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, and North- 
westerners feel in a retaliatory, rather 
than a conciliatory mood. 

Friction in Alaska might even re- 
sult in taking from the Secretary of 
the Treasury and leaving with Con- 
gress alone, power to create sub-ports 
in Alaska. His authority now is Um- 
ited to Florida, where it is never or 
almost never exercised; to Washing- 
ton, a relic of the days when that cor- 
ner of our coast line was very little 
explored, ahd to Alaska, which is still 
a comparatively unknown region.

wr DIRECT WIRE TO THE rns! 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. [Exclusive 
-Dispatch.] An incident calculated to 
sharply call attention to union labor 
as organized and conducted in the city 
of San Francisco occured today: Some 
time ago the Navy Department adver- 
tised for bids for building two great 
ships of war to cost more than four 
millions each, In the course of time 
bids were opened, and it was found 
that for one ship the Union Iron 
Works o f San Francisco, Cramps’ 
Shipbuilding Company, Philadelphia, 
an dthe New York Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, were close together as to price 
and the time within which the ships 
should be delivered to the government. 
The prices named were so close that 
Secretary Moody took the matter under 
advisement, and after that he felt 
obliged to consult with the Presiden 
and to finally refer the matter to 
naval board for decision. The matter 
stin hangs fire. and all three firms 
are, of course, trying hard to get the 
contract. 

The Union Iron Works, with its 
previous satisfactory work for the 
government to commend it, has been 
putting forth special efforts to get this 
contract, and today, as a matter of 
State pride, Senators Bard and Per- 
kins called at the Navy Department 
to aid the San Francisco firm. It hap- 
pened that when they called, Secre- 
tary Moody was away from the de- 
partment, so they went direct to the 
President to state the case, and call 
his attention to the excellent bid by 
the Union Iron Works. The California 
Senators were told by the President 
that while he had nothing to do with 
awarding such contracts, he had been 
informed by the Navy Department that 
it had been decided not to give the 
contract to the Union Iron Works be- 
cause of the constantly recurring 
strikes and general labor disturbances 
in San Francisco. The Navy Depart- 
ment is anxious to have its construc- 
tion work done promptly, and it feels 
that with conditions as they exist in 
San Francisco no dependence whatever 
can be placed upon getting work out

IL EXPERTS TESTIFY 
FOR SENATE COMMITTEE. 
‘ 
GENERAL CONDEMNATION OF THE 


Indications That Suggestions of Prof. 


Oneal and to Leave Regulation 
of Use of Oil to Local Bodies Will 
Be Adopted. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 2.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch] ‘The question of whether 
there shall be general legislation on 
the subject of the use of oll for fuel 
and for illuminating, was thrashed out 
tonight befere the Senate Committee 
on Mining. The subject under dis- 
cussion was tha Ralston. Flash Test 
Oll Bili, prepared dy the California 
Petroleum Miners’ Association, and 
then repudiated by it. 

Great interest was manifested in 
the meeting, the Senate chamber be- 
ing crowded with members of both 
houses and scores of visitors, many 
of them oll experts. At the opening 
of the meeting, Senator Ralston, in 
explaining his connection with the 
bill, told of his having received it, of 
the effort made by its authors to have 
it withdrawn, and why, by reason of 
his having been left to bear the brunt 
of the adverse criticism, he had re- 
fused to do so. He etated that the 
meeting was open to everybody who 
cared to discuss the subject. 

Fire Marsha) Towell of San Fran- 
cisco was the first speaker. He took 
the rather surprising position that both 
fuel and illuminating olle should be 
of a flash test of 110 deg. before its 
‘use should be permitted anywhere in 
the State. He confined himself largely 
to conditions as they exist in San 
Francisco, and knew nothing of the 
difference between the products of dif- 
ferent fields. 

A. M., Hunt, one of the most expert 
3 in the Kate, who has used 
oll for years, being in the employ of 
Spreckels’ corporations in San Fran- 
cisco, declared that conditions 
throughout the State are so varied, it 
would not be proper or just to the in- 
dustry to pass a general law placing 
the same regulations upon the use of 
oll throughout the State. He 
gested that. with reference to the use 
of fuel oil, it should be left to be 
regulated by the local authorities; that 
is to say, make it a matter for local 


option, Based upon conditions ae they 
may exist. 

Prof. Oneal, who is professor ot 
chemistry of the State Upiversity, de- 
livered an interesting address, show- 
ing under what conditions there is 
danger in the use of oils of various 
kinds.. He thought no general law 
could be enacted which could be 
adapted to all sections of the State, 
and any attempt to so legislate would 
be sure to work a hardship to the in- 
dustry as a whole. and would practi- 
cally ruin the business of some very 
important oll fields. He, too, took the 
position that the subject is one for 
local regulation. 

Safety in the use of oll, he said, de- 
pends more upon the mechanical de- 
vices for the etoring and using of oil, 
than upon its flash test, or its fire 
test. Under proper conditions, and 
with proper mechanical devices, it is 
perfectly safe to use oil of a flash test 
as low as 65 deg. 

Officially, and as earnestly as be 
could give expression to the sentiment, 
and reminding them that he is in the 
employ of the State at the university 
for the purpose of giving the State 
the benefit of his researches, Prof. 
Oneal declared that the Ralston bill 
or any other bill similarly drawn, 
should not be passed by the Legisla- 
ture. He could see no injustice to 
any one continuing the present regu- 
lation requiring a flash test of 110 
deg. of illuminating oil. \ 

A number of other. persons spoke, 
and all of the speakers were closely 
cross-examined by the members of the 
committee, by other: members \e the 
Legislature, and by fellow-experts, As 
Senator Ralston had promised, the dis- 
cussion was given the widest possible 
latitude, it being the purpose of the 
committee to bring out the facts so 
that the legislators might know what 
was best for the oil industry, and for 
all others interested, whether they be 
consumers or producers. 

Los Angeles was represented by F. 
T. Perris, manager of the oil-well sys. 
tem of the Santa Fé. Railroad: W. 
L. Stewart of the Union Oil Company, 
L. W. Andrews of the Columbia Oil 
Company, and C. D. Willard, repre- 
Wenting the commercial organizations 
of the city. The Los Angeles oil men 
entered actively into the discussion, 
and were in the front in asking im- 
portant and pertinent questions of 
those who appeared to give the com- 
mittee the benefit 
edge. The meeting lasted until after 
1 o'clock, and at its conclusion the 
committee took the entire matter un- 
der advisement. | 

Senator Ralston stated that it 
would probably take three or four 
days for the committee to make up its 
mind what will be recommended, but 
one thing is certain, and that is that 
the California Petroleum Miners’ As- 
sociation bill is dead. Not a word was 
said tonight in its favor.

In 
the Echo, a weekly journal published at 
Berlin, having a wide circula- 
tion, especially among Germans living 
abroad, appeared recentiy a communi- 
cation from a correspondent of Vene- 
‘suelan birth, one Eloy Palacion by 
name, who was educated in Germany, 
and appears to be an intelligent man, 
Writing Clearly and dispassionately. 
Me claims, in the first place, that a ma- 
jority of the Europeans in Venezuela 
have during the past thirty years, fos- 
tered the revolutions which frequently 
break out in that country, knowing that 
they would not be the losers, in any 
case. If the revolutionists won, the for- 
eigners would pick up some of the 
Prises, and if they lost, why then, as 
Europeans,’ they could call on their 
home government for protection. He 
Shows also that speculative Europeans 
have induced the Venezuelans to ex- 
pend large amounts of money in im- 
provements that were not necessary, 
and in some cases have not fulfilled 
their obligations to make these im- 
provements. For instance, in 1899 the 
English made a claim for the cost of 
constructing the harbor at La Guayra, 
inveiving an expenditure of several 
tmiiilion dollars, although it was shown 


that the harbor had not been half com- | 


pleted, according to contract. However, 
the English were paid, because there 
were influential men, in Venezuela and 
abroad, who were heavily interested in 
the stock that had been issued by the 
contractors. The correspondent perti- 
nentiy asks whether perhaps a simi- 
lar condition of affairs does not pre- 
vail, to a certain extent, today. 
Mr. Palacion shows that enterpris- 
ing Germans persuaded the Venegue- 
. lans that railroads would prove highly 
‘profitabice, where it has since been 
shown that they cannot begin to pay 
expenses. This is not surprising, con- 
sidering that all necessary material, 
even coal, has to be imported from Eu- 
Tope, that the employés of the roads 
are all foreigners, and that the roads 
Tun through an almost uninhabited 
country. Between La Guayra and Cara- 
cas the English destroyed a country 
read, over which products had been 
carried on mules, in order to construct 
@ railroad, and it was then discovered 
that freight could be transported cheap- 
er on mules than in railroad cars. Con- 


* 
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sequently, Venezuela takes in practl- 
cally nothing from its railroads, while 
having to pay the interest on its bonds. 
The correspondent declares that double 
the yearly earnings of the German 
road would be insufficient to pay the 
operating expenses for more than thirty 
days. 
It 1s claimed by this correspSndent 
that a great mistake has been made in 
forgetting that Venezuela is a young 
country, which has not yet reached the 
ntury mark, and is, as it were, still 
in the kindergarten stage of develop- 
ment. To attempt to civilize such a 
young state with heavy guns is, he 
says, like taking a knout to a child. 
Castro told the powers, long before 
the ultimatum, that as soon as he could 
put down the revolution he would be 
able to arrange a satisfactory settle- 
ment with them. Meantime, however, 
it is claimed that Europeans have been 
persistently fomenting and aiding the 
revolution, so as to make it impossible 
for Castro to fulfill his pledges. The 
situation, the correspondent. thinks, 
is somewhat similar to that which pre- 
valled in the Transvaal, when Cecil 
Rhodes was bringing down the maledic- 
tions of Germany by his “pernicious 
activity.” 
Another interesting feature of the sit- 
uation is touched upon by this corre- 
spondent. After declaring that the at- 
tempt has been made to force civiliza- 
tion toa, rapidly upon his native land, 
he asks Europeans to realize the diffi- 
culty which they would have to en- 
counter in bringing under subjection a 
land that knows no winter, inhabited 
by à people with very small necessities; 
a people to whom a horse and a ham- 
mock supply about all they need are 
not to be easily brought to terms by 
means of a blockade. This view of 
the question is sustained by a Venezue- 
lan correspondent of the London Stand- 
ard, who shows that even the capturing 
of the capital would avail little, as 
the nature of the climate and the small 
requirements of the people enable them 
to live on very little. He points out, 
also, that they have their neighboring 
and sympathizing States of Colombia, 
Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia and even Bra- 
sil to fall back upon, and recalls how, 
during a war which lasted five years, 
dome Venezuelan families emigrated 
into the fastnesses of the interior, tak- 
ing with them a few cattle, and living 
on beans, bananas and corn, which they 
raised, coming back, after the close of 
the war, with immense herds of cattle, 
regarding their enforced pilgrimage in 
the light of a picnic. Another point to 
be remembered is that\ it would not 
need much more pressure to induce all 
these South American countries to make 
common cause against the foreign foe. 
This may seem improbable to some, but 
then, in 1870, there were many intelli- 
gent Europeans who never believed that 
South Germany would throw in its lot 
with Prussia, against the French. 
These statements assume special ime 
portance, in view of the significant 
fact, recently commented upon by The 
Times, that prominent German busi- 
ness houses of Venezuela indignantly 
refused the invitation of the captain of 
a German war vessel to join in the cei- 
ebration of the Emperor's birthday, be- 
cause of the unjust attitude assumed 
by the Germans toward the country of 
their adoption. They also certainly 
tend to justify the state@maniike and 
firm attitude which the United States 
has assumed in relation to the dispute. 


N ABSURD MEASURE. 

A dispatch from Sacramento tells 
of the introduction in the Assembly, 
by Assemblyman Houser of Los Ange- 
les, of a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment providing that no person over 70 
years of age shall occupy any judicial 
position. “Jt is not my intention,” Mr. 
Houser is quoted as saying, that the 
term of office of any incumbent shall 
be hbridged because of the amendment. 
I am of the opinion,” he added, that 
the measure, the purpose of which 
to give the young men a chance, wi 
meet with the favor of the members of 
the House.“ 
It is barely possible that Mr. Houser's 
unnecessary and absurd amendment 
“will meet with the favor of the mem- 
bers of the House; but it will not be 
at ali likely to meet with the favor 
of the people of California, if they 
should be afforded an opportunity to 
express their opinion on the subject at 
the polls. The proposition is positive- 
ly silly, and the reason which Mr. 
Houser gives for introducing it as a 
constitutional amendment is wholly 
trivial and inadequate. Besides these 
considerations, such an amendment, if 
it were incorporated into the Constitu- 
tion, might work injury to the tate 
by depriving the judiciary, in some 
cases, of the ripe wisdom of eminent 
jurists who have by no means passed 
their intellectual prime at the age of 
70 years. 

“Give the young men a chance! 
certainly. Give them all the opportu- 
nity in the wérld to attain to heights 
of intellectual development, and to oc- 
cupy positions of trust and responsi- 
bility such as their abilities speciaily 
qualify them for. But neither judi- 
clary positions nor any other public 
positions should be closed to any man. 
solely on account of his age. The cru- 
cial test should be that of fitness. The 
sole question should be, is the mau 
qualified, above his fellows, for the po- 
sition? Some men are intellectually

There is a tendency, in this helter- 
skelter age, which is to be deprecated. 
It is the tendency to discredit and 
crowd out men of years and of ex- 
perience in the interest of “young 
blood”’"—which too often signifies inex- 
perience and rashness, Young men and 
old men have their proper places in 
the scheme of government. As a broad 
Seneralization it may be said that 
young men are better for administra- 
tive work, while men of years and ex- 
perience are wiser in council, The ju- 
dicilal branch of government, in partic- 
ular, demands for its highest service 
the wisdom of years, and no man should 
be disqualified for this service for the 
simple and sole reason that he has lived 
upon the earth, and observed the 
changing panorama of events, a certain 
number of years, more or less. The test 
ia a false one, and to adopt it as a 
policy of State government would be a 
manifest absurdity. 


OOD MAN IGNORED. 


It is sincerely regretted by a large 
body of citizens that in making up 
his nominations for the new Board 
of Water Commissioners, Mayor 
Snyder saw fit to altogether ignore 
Hon. Herman Silver, the president of 
the old board, who, if the claims of 
merit, fitness and devotion to the pub- 
lic interests had been duly considered, 
would certainly have been reappointed. 
It is hard to understand why the 
Mayor left Mr. Silver off the list, so 
faithfully has he labored in organiz- 
ing the new municipal water depart- 
ment, so successfully has he employed 
his well-recognized abilities in launch- 
ing this great enterprise, so valuable 
are his services and experience to the 
city. According to all the principles 
of civil-service reform, of which the 
new city charter is supposed to be a 
product, a tried and skilled officer of 
the highest standing, like Mr. Silver, 
should have been retained. The, pub- 
lic had a right to expect better 
things of Mayor Snyder, than the 
turning-down of one of the best men 
in the service.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 1.—[{To the 
Editor of The Times:] After reading 


road disaster in Arizona, it is refresh- 
ing to turn to your subleader, de- 
manding that something be done to 
put an end to this horrible slaughter.

“staff system“ is in operation on all 
single lines. When an engineer brings 
his train to the end of the double 
track, before he can proceed over the 
single line, he must receive from the 
station master the staff.”

Conspiracy to Gobble Up Old Agri- 
cultural Grounds for Big Real Estate 
Deal— in Tille. 


Friends of the Sixth Agricul- 

tural Association and of the 
noble art and science of horse 
trotting, are greatly exercised “ 
over what they deem ‘in attempt 
to programme a big real estate 
deal, with fancy margins for 
the promoters, out of the park 
and race track. They are get- 
ting up a high pressure, and will 
appeal to the courts and the 
Legislature, 

They are alarmed by hearing 
that a move is already on at 
Sacramento to confiscate the 
Agricultural Park property, es- 
timated to be worth $300,000, 
eubdivide the land and wipe out 
the agricultura! association. The 
title to the property has be- 
come obscured through many 
vicissitudes, but the district as- 
sociation will make a stiff fight 
to retain it. A strong commit- 
fee will be appointed to go to

“Any attempt of persons connected 
with the agricultural association to 
subdivide and dispose of Agricultural 
Park, or to plow up the track, as re- 
ported, would be clearly in violation of 
law,” said Frank A. Cattern, attorney 
for the former board of agricultural di- 
rectors.

BALL AND ROPE SKIPPING. 

Ball tossing is excellent for the chest 
muscles of the youngster. It also 
strengthens the arms (if he be taught 
to toss with his left hand as often as 
with his right,) and trains the eye to 
quickness and accuracy. 

One of the best exercises any child 
(or boy or man, for that matter,) can 
take, is rope Skipping. It exercises the 
whole body, strengthening especially 
the legs, back and thighs. Great 
care should be taken, however, that 
the skipping rope is used in modera- 
tion. There are several instances 
where children, challenged to skip 200 
times, ve vag tend the feat with an 
attack hip dise 

Let the child — as long as he 
wants to, but not a moment longer. 
If not buoyed up by competition, or 
a desire to show off, he will stop as 
soon as he has had en and be- 
— he can receive ‘the slighest in- 
ury. 

HOOP AND WAND PLAY. 

The old French game of tossing 
small hoops and catching them on 
the points of wands, is splendid exer- 
cise for eye and wrist, and will, if 
two childish opponents be pitted 
against each . often keep both 
amused for an hour at a time. 

Almost every outdoor game, from 
hide-amd-seek to tag, is good in one 
way or another for the child athlete. 

But skipping rope, ball and hoop 
are the best, and the child should be 
induced to play with each of the 
three for a certain length of time 
every day.

Into the exercise, and put his whole 
mind on it. And in this way alone 
can child, baby or man achieve ath- 
letic success. For, in athletics, as 
much as in business or in school, the 
aspirant who is content to go through 
the prescribed motions mechanically, 
is foredoomed to failure. 

MUSCLES SHOULD BE MASSAGED 

Massage forms an important item 
in the baby athlete's training. After 
als bath, before he is dressed, his 
mother or nurse should lay him on a 
warm blanket (in a warm room, of 


| course, to avoid his taking cold.) and 


— the muscles tenderly, yet 
1 over his body, “flexing” 
the various joints carefully, yet

After this, dress the tittle ‘athlete 
quickly, before the reaction sets in. 

Care should be taken to prevent 
him from catehing cold after any ot his 
exercises. jegsness along this 
line will undo all the good he has 
gained. 

As soon as the boy tires of any feats 
of athleties, let him stop at once. If 
the idea becomes irksome to him, he 
will cease to derive much benefit from 
the work. 

Treat it all as a jolly game, and in- 
sensibly he will acquire a groundwork 
of muscular physique dnd of strength- 
ened organs that will not only last 
him through life, but will aid him to 
combat or throw off most of the count- 
lese ills that beset childhood. 

GOOD FOR GIRLS, TOO. 

The foregoing lesson is as useful for 
little girls as for their little brothers. 
The modern “athletic girl“ is all the 
better for beginning her — 
career at an early age.

The course of traming I have laid 
out for the little athlete in his pre- 
schoolboy” days, coincides with his 
own inclinations, and will do far more 
to develop him than would any rou- 
tine of uninteresting calisthenics. 

I have not mentioned running in 
these instructions, becauge it is the 
average child's impulse to run, rather 
than to walk. Such an impulse 
should, of course, be encouraged, and 
the child, even at 4 or 5 years, may 
be taught'to keep his mouth shut and 
his chest out while he runs. 

The child who has been brought up 
in the foregoing system of athletics 
has a long start on the boy who takes 
it up after going to school: but the 
latter may readily be tufmed into a 
first-class athlete “by careful and 
systematic training, as I shall show 
in my next lesson.

GIRL VISITS SCENE. 

Mrs. Adams saw Mrs. Martin walk 
past the house on the street Friday 
morning, and as she did not see her 
again until 11 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, thought the girl had gone to San 
Francisco, as planned.

head from a hammer or some blunt in- 


strument with a circular end. The phy- 
sician stated that the man had 
dead at least forty-eight hours when 
discovered, and that any one of the 
blows on the head would have dourbt- 
less caused instant death. The stab 
wound penetrated but three-eighths of 
an inch and would not have killed. 
On the head were six separate 
wounds, the scalp being cut through 
tq the bone with a semi-circular and 
bruised gash, such as might be in- 
flicted by the edge of a hammer. The 
forehead bore three of the blows, about 
two inches apart, crushing the tem- 
poral bone down upon the brain in a 
continuous along the three wounds 
On each side of the back of the head 
the parictal bone was driven in.

A STUDY OF THEIR CAUSES.

@ great strain, and his rests and relax- 
ations should be a great deal more fre- 
quent than they now are.

DR. NIXON SPEAKS. 

CLAREMONT, Feb. 2.—Rev. Dr. O. 
W. Nixon spoke last night in Holmes 
Hall chapel on Marcus Whitman.” Dr. 
Nixon was one of the “forty-niners” 
who braved the early California hard- 
ships and the tedious transcontinental 
trip by wagon. His address was of ab- 
sorbing interest. He depicted the de- 
tails of the famous Whitman's mis- 
sionary career in Oregon, told how the 
sympathy and support of the Indian 
tribes were enlisted as an aid to Amer- 
ican colonization in the early forties, 
and how at length he secured the 
American treaty with England where- 
by the entire Oregon territory was 
ceded to this country just before the 
discovery of gold in California: ‘Dr.
